Tbe card 
for the closing day was a good one. Its feature 
was the Magnolia Selling Stakes, with a handi<‘ap 
at six furlongs, ami tlie race for two-year-olds as 
K«M‘omlary attractions. Tbe otlier four races hail loo 
iiiatiy entries for this course and, as a result of the 
(Towding, they were not truly run. In each iustauce 
tbe lK*st horse was defeahMl. 

For the lirst time this winter Buriew & O’Neill 
plac<il tbeir ileiHUidetme a single hoi’se in a 
stake raiv. They were r«*pres<*nttMl by Judge Post in 
the Magmdia. (Jn previous showing, he was lightly 
regarded by the lxM>kmakers, who willingly gave 10 
to 1 against him at i>ost time. Columbia Girl was 
always most in demand, though her price of 
;> to 1 remaiiKMl stationary throughout the betting. 
Of the others Envoy was the most fancied. Judge 
Post proved a surprise. Going out soon after the 
start and forcing a fast pace he raced Rather Royal 
Into subjection and after a.ssuming the lead lasted 
long enough in the terrific drive that followed 
thrmigli the stretch to beat Envoy. The latter was 
much the lK*st and had a rough trip in the early 
stages, while through the final furlong he was al- 
most pinned against the inner rail. With clear 
sailing Envoy would have won off by himself. 
Cohindiia Girl, under a bad ride, ran a good race, 
but could do no l>etter than finish third. 

In the hamlicap the crowd showecl their diapproval 
of the jmlges’ placing Toboggan first by cx>ntinuous 
hissing and shonts for (Uiarlie Eastman. Tlicsc two 
put up the tightest finish of the meeting. They 
ended the race so closel.v together that it was a 
dittiinilt matter to sei>arate them. 

Coimident, owned by W. H. Snyder, made the 
two-year-<dd proldem here more difficult by winning 
handil.v. Whisk Broom and Work-a-I)a.v, ladh win- 
ners of tlieir previous races, were considered the 
l>e.st of the field, hut they even failed to finish 
among the placed hors«‘s, second money going to 
Ida May and the small portion to her stable mate 
Flarney. Tlie latter was prohahl.v the best. She 
was sliarpl.v cut off s»H>n after the start and when 
straightened out for tlie stretch run closed a big 
gap under pnnislmient. In addition to winning the 
baby race with ('oincident, W. H. Sn.vder also pulled 
down a purse* with Palloilay. Both were ridilen 
by R. Lowe. 

Tblrty-six liookmakors were in line and did a 
splendid business. Clioi<*es were successful in three 
races, but the other failures allowed a handsome 
margin for the IsHiks. 

The judges announced after the poor showing of 
,1. W. O’Neill that they had removed the ban on 
j<K*key Bedell and he will lie allowed to ride for 
others than his contract employer. Jockeys Trueman 
and Englander were each fined $15o by the starter 
lor disobedience at the jiost. 

J(H*key .Mountain was again in a inix-up ami barely 
escaped serbuis injury. While riding Excitement 
he was crowded inNi the fence and his l»oot almost 
torn off. Exidtement was badly cut alxiut tbe sides 
and leg and ble<l profusely. 



MORE MONEY TO STAKES AND PURSES. 

Montana Fair and Racinq Association Will 
Distribute $100,000 This Year. 

Helena, Mont., January 5, — At the annual meet- 
ing of the Mfmtana Fair and Racing Assoidation. 
dates were arranged for the State Fair at Helena 
and various county fairs, which include the race 
meetings. The total amount of will l*e dis- 

tributed to horsemeu ou tlie Montana circuit this 
year. There will be $4 o,<mn> for stakes and 
for purses. This is an increase of $2."».000 over last 
year. Each fair in tlie association will liave at 
least two $1,000 races, Butte, Helena, Anaconda and 
Missoula with five such each and <4reat Falls 
three. The Slate Fair will lx* during the week he- 
ginning September *10, and ending October .5. while 
liutte will have four weeks ending August 10. The 
others will have a week each. The other dates 
canuot be annouma'd, lx*ing sulijeet to approval by 
the hoard of directors. The legislature wmII be asked 
to extend the time of the State Fair to two w'eeks.

King’s Courier’s dam, Stylitine. is in foal to Kings- 
ton. so her proilnce will lx* either a full brother or 
a full sister to the American-bred w'inner of the 
Doncaster Cup. 

Running together in one of the paddo<*ks at Ham- 
burg Pla«*e are tlie splendid broodmares Tarantella, 
witli a r«*<ord r>f ten winning sons aii<l daughters. 
Imp, the first iiiaro to win the Suburban Handicap, 
and .Mamie Wortli, wlilch daughter of St. George 
once defeated the .seiisatioual H<*riiiis. Mamie 
Worth’s coiiiiug foal will lx* her first. 

The mares at Daytoiila stud will lx* cut down to 
fifteen head l»y tlie tiiin* the next breeiliiig season 
iK'giiis. Geoigi* C. Graddy has d«*< iile<l to not over- 
tax Tithonns in the future ami if he retains over 
iTteen mares lie feels like he would have to pur- 
chase aiadlier stallion, whicli he does nut desire to 
do. He says; “No bn*eder can afford to s<*iid mares 
to outside horses of note at the fees now' being 
askcil by owners of lending sires.”

GOV. FOLK ASKS FOR AN AMENDMENT. 



Wants Missouri Leqislature to Make Bettinq 
by Telephone Punishable by Fine. 

St. Ijonis, Mo., January 5. — In his message to 
the liegislatiire, just convened at Jefferson City, 
Governor Folk asks for an amendment to the anti- 
betting law. He wants the law made so strong 
that it will |>enalize the use of the telephone fw 
the transmission of bets on hm-se races to any point 
in or out of the state. He hopes by such an 
amendment to eliminate the possibility of a re- 
opening of the racetracks under tlie recent decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Oldham ease, and 
further that the husiness of bandbookmakerg In 
this city will be wiped out. 



INSTITUTION OF ANOTHER STAKE. 



No other American racing organization has origi- 
nated and maintained so many great stakes w’ith 
striking and impular conditions as the Coney Island 
.Tockey Club. The Suburban is simply a great handi- 
»*ap tliat is matohe<l by the Brcxiklyn and Brighton, 
hut such events as the Futurity, Great Filly Stakes, 
.Vnnnal Champion, I>ouhle Event, Lawrence Realiz.i- 
tlon and the Century, are gems of ingenuity that 
have no counterparts in the racing programs of our 
other jockey clubs. It Is characteristic of the Coney 
Island Island Jockey Club that it is never content 
to tread long in beaten paths. Other clubs may 
proceed on the presumption that their offerings are 
already sufficient and all that turfmen could e.xpect, 
but not so w ith it.

This new'ly established event is to be known as 
the (’oney Island Jockey Club Stakes. It is to lie 
a dash of one and one-half miles. It is to be of 
tbe guaranteed value of $25,000, with the further 
siguifleaut proviso that if any colt or filly that may 
win it shall also at the same meeting win the Tidal 
Stak€*s awl the Law’rence Realization, it will 
will an additional $10,000. In 1906 Accountant won 
the Tidal and Realization, and their cinubined net 
value WHS $J1,.*U0. If tbe proposed new stake had 
been in existence then and been won by him the net 
return for all would have been $61,035. It is this 
net result, or perhaps a greater one, that in the 
future, w’ill await the coming of a three-year-old 
giKxl enough to carry off all three of these rich 
stakes. In the simplicity of its conditions the new 
event copies from the American Derby in having but 
two fees, $25 to accompany the nomination and $25*4 
additional to start. The only penalty is three pounds 
and the extreme allowance is ten pounds. It closes 
for entries January 15, and in that respect again 
follows the American Derby preceileut in closing at 
a date w’hich ix'rmits the nomination of every young 
horse in the country that developed gocsl form in 
racing as a two-year-old, and assures good fichls 
from the outset. It is destined to rank with the 
greatest races of each recurring year and Daily 
Ra<*ing Form w’ill be glad to furnish entry blanks 
to all applicants. 



TO RACE AT GROSSE POINTE. 



Detroit, Mich., January 5. — ^There will lie racing 
at Grosse Polnte track this year — trotting certainly 
and running probably. No meetings were held last 
year because of the opposition of Prosecutor Hunt 
to betting. A new prosecutor, favoring racing, has 
been elected. The attitude of Prosecutor Runt 
against racing bad much to do with nis defeat.

WITH 132 POUNDS UP HE TAKES THE 
FOLLANSBEE HANDICAP EASILY. 



Oakland’s Biq Crowd Cheers the Performance 
— Tony Faust’s Troubles — Northwest 
Is Heavily Backed. 



Oakland, Cal.. January 5. — Proper, the celebrated 
old campaigner, carrying top w’eight of 133 pounds, 
and quoteil at the lucrative odds of 5 to 1, got away 
last and galloped past the lightly weighted sprinters 
opposed to him as if they were anchored in the 
Eollansbei* Handicap at Oakland today. The ridicu- 
lous ease in which the feat was aci*oniplished aston- 
ished the spectator. They cheered him to the ehco. 
Proper stripped in jierfect condition and some ex- 
ix*rfs predicted an easy victory for tlie big Preston- 
pans horse. The glamor of Tony Faust’s recent 
K<‘nsational successes and the presence of Walter 
Miller in the saddle caused the Iniokmakers to lay 
an unnaturally short price against the youngster, 
notwithstanding that he had a lot the worst of the 
weights and that the race would lie decided over a 
m<«t difficult and deceptive track. At 8 to 5 the ring 
was floixled with wagers for the Sclu'eiber- Hildreth 
entry, whii,*h Included Miss Officious. Tony Faust 
broke slow’ly on the inside and w’as hemmed in on 
all sides during the early running, winding up a 
bad last at the half. He essayed a seemingly 
luipeless task to get up, with the result that ha 
finally earned a distant third in one of the most 
lieroic etpiine efforts on record. 

Ideal weather conditions and the splendid and 
interesting card brought out an enormous liirong 
to the racecourse this afternoon. The track proper 
continues to be heavy and holding. Only two favor- 
ites were successful. Dr. Sherman and Bell Reed 
were two sudden awakenings in the Intrixluctory 
sprint. They finislied first and second. Miller roiie 
a bad one in The Reprobate, w’hich received en- 
thusiastic, but misguided, support. S. C. Hildrotli’s 
crack juvenile. Firestone, won off at 1 to 4 in the 
next. Walter Miller, on Cheripe, was forced to play 
.second fiddle to Lucian in the third, but won easily 
on Northwest, backed for thousands at odds-on ia 
the fifth. Cloudlight. another outsider, climaxed a 
disastrous day for tlie talent, trimming Mausaid, 
Miller up, in the last. 



DELMAR CLUB GRANTED AN APPEAL. 

Ouster Case WIN Now Have a Rehearing in 
the United States Supreme Court. 

.Teffer.son City, Mo., January 5. — Chief .Tnstlc*e 
Gantt, of the Supreme Court, has granted a writ of 
error to the Supreme Court of the United Slates iu 
the ouster suit of the State against the Delmar 
Jockey Club. 

Application for the writ was made by former 
.Tudge B<md, the club’.s attorney, on the ground that 
the Delmar Jockey Club was being deprived of its 
propertj' without due process of law, iu violation of 
the federal constitutioii. 

The Missouri Supreme Court a month ago de- 
clared the club’s charter revoked because it had 
held only racing meets, and had held no agricultural 
fair, as required by the charter.
